LONDON,^ Prince Charles yester- 
day married a radiant Lady Diana 
Spencer in a ceremony of such 
^lendour that the archbishop who 
married (hem called it “the stuff o[ 
which fairy tales are made." 

Cheered to the cloudy skies by a 
flag-waving crowd of nearly a mil- 
lion, watched and heard throughout 
the world by an estimated billion 
more people, the 32-year-old heir to 
the- throne made a beaming and 
j(^iis Diana, 20, Princess of Wales 
and the nation’s future queen. 

“Here is the stuff of which fairy 
tales are made — the prince and 
princess on their wedding day;" said 
Archbishop of Canterbury Robert 
Runcie in his sermon to the' con- 
gregation ' of crowned heads and 
statesmen from arouiid the world. 

Unfazed by a last-minute security 
sew involving Buckingham Palace 
fobtmeni in spite of urban riots 
which claimed their first fatality on 
the wedding eve and the hunger-

security screen- in British lustory, a 
spirit o( Joy and hapjnness reigned 
from coast to coast. 

London exploded with colour as 
it did wqtfa fireworks on the wedding 
eve. Neighbou^ood celebrations 
blanketed the country like the 
wedding-eve 'web of beacon fires 
across the nation. 

Charles and Diana spoke their 
sacred vows firmly, though the 
bride slightly mixed up two of her 
husband’s four Christian names, 
calling him-Philip Charles instead of 
Charies Philip. 

He, too, made a slip by leaving 
out the woird “worldly" in the 
phrase “al my woridly goods." 

Tears* welled in the groom’s eyes 
as magnificent music filled St 
Paul's Cathedral. Diana, crowned 
by the Spencer family tiara, gowned 
in voluninous and ultra-romantic 
ivory-shaded silk, clasped bi% hand 
tightly as they spoke their vows. 

Like many other modern Ixides 
she omitted the promise to obey her 
husband. Bnt she was the first royal 
bride 'to do so.

Hundreds of thousands of 
Britons, defined by what they see 
as a jtenuiine love match, pack^ the 
3-kilometre route from ;

They cheered the horse-drawn 
carriages which took Mnce Charies 
and his bride,' his parents, (Jueen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip, and 
other members of the royal family 
to and from the cathedral, escorted 
1^ the royal household cavalry with 
glittering breastplates and red- 
coated foot soldiers of the Guards 
Brigade. 

Lady Diana was the first English 
woman to marry the heir-apparent 
since Anne Hyde wed Prince James, 
later King James II, in 1659. 

The queen’s press spokesmen 
said yesterday’s wedding was the 
most spectacular royal event since 
the queen's coronation in 1953, but 
was watched by many more people 
because of the televirion ue.

Terrorists attack bus — 4 hurt

A manhunt was under way last 
night in the Abu Ghosh area for two 
terrorists armed with automatic 
weapons who fired at an Egged bus 
near Kibbutz Ma'aleh Hahamisha, 
wounding four persons, police srid.

A passenger said the terrorists un- 
le^ed about 15 rounds of single- 
shot fire which brought the bus to 
an almost 'unmediale hall. 

The 15 passengers, he said, threw 
themselves on the floor when the 
shots hit and then left the bus and 
hid along the roadside after the 
driver failed lo restart the engine. 

In Beirut, the PLO claimed 
responsibility for the attack on what 
it called “the military Zionist bus." 

The attack apparently made good 
on a threat by the Fatah leader 
commander in Lebanon, Khalil 
Wazir (Abu Jihad), that the ter- 
rorists would not h^t attacks withio 
Israel despite the cease-fire that 
ended the recent fighting in the.

Bani-Sadr escapes to France 


PARIS. " Ousted Iranian president 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr yesterday 
made a dari'ng 4,160 Idlometre es- 
cape from Teheran to France on a 
hijacked military tanker with sup- 
porters who vowed to seek Ayatol- 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini's dov^^. 
Hours later Iran formally demanded 
his extradition, but France rejected 
the request 

Shorn of his mustache in an. ap- 
parent disguise attempt, Bani-Sadr 
was granted poiiticri asylum in 
France- immediately after his 
predawn landing that ended 49 days 
in hiding from bloodthirsty fol- 
lowers of Khomeini, whose rule he 
defied. 

The former president was accom- 
panied by Col. Bezhad Moezt, pHot' 
of.the late shah who mastermi^ed 
the escape aboard a Boeing jet, and 


Mojahideen Khalq guerrilla leader 
Majoud Radjavi, who hid Bani-Sadr 
in the centre of Teheran until he 
could be safely rescued. 

Iran's Foreign Minister Mir Hus- 
sein Musavi, in an announcement 
carried by the government- 
controlled radio, said the extradi- 
tion request was formally presented 
to the French' embassy in Teheran 
yesterday morning. 

French spokesmen said the plane 
and crew would be sent home to 
Iran but Foreign Minister Claude 
Cheysson, restating France’s open- 
door policy for political refugees, 
said flatly “there would be no ex- 
tradition for . political crimes or of- 
fences.'' 

Bani-Sadr, 48, appeared careful 
in statements to heed a warning 
Crom a French Foreign Ministry of- 


ficial who met with him yesterday 
that he would be held to an agree- 
ment he signed barring political ac- 
tivity. The ex-president cancelled a 
press conference. 

Radjavi, however, declared 
otherwise. “During the last three 
weeks Khomeini has killed 300 
our brothers and sisters,” he told 
UPl. “So we have come here to 
organize the resistance." 

Iren said the tanker aircraft — 
military version of the civilian 707 
jetliner — was hijacked despite at- 
tempts by jet fighters to intercept it. 

Bani-Sadr was smuggled aboard 
from a small truck at Teheran's 
military airport and the big plane

TEL AVIV. — Israeli planes 
yesterday downed a Syrian 
MiG-25 “Foxbat” interceptor, 
one day after Damascus vowed 
to knock lAF reconnaissance 
flights out a£ Lebanese skies. 

The clash marked the first 
time Syria has intervened in an 
Israeli air action over Lebanon 
since July 14. when a fighter, 
reportedly a MiC-23, at- 
tempting to interfere with an 
lAF strike on terrorist positions 
was downed. 

The air duel at noon yesterday 
followed a Damascus Radio an- 
nouncement on Tuesday that Syria 
would “intercept and shoot down" 
Israeli planes flying over Lebanon. 

The MtG-2S, or Foxbat, was the 
1 5th Syrian plane lost over Lebanon 
since June 1979 and the second 
Foxbat this year, according to 
Israeli statistics. 

The ! DF spokesman said the 1 AF 
planes were on a “routine recon- 
naissance flight over Lebanon and 
all returned safely to base." 

Israel maintains it is within its 
rights under terms oi the cease-fire 
to continue reconnaissance mis- 
sions to monitor terrorist activity. 

“It is agreed, also with the U.S., 
that noncombative reconnaissance 
flights will go on," Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin said yesterday. 

The overflights will continue so 
that Israel will “know every base 
and headquarters of those kLlers," 
he told an international conference 
of jurists in Jerusalem. 

A Syrian military communique 
said “one enemy plane was shot 
down and one of our planes was hit" 
in the brief dogfight over the areas 


of Tripoli, provincial capital of 
North Lebanon, and the northern 
edge of Lebanon’s eastern Bekaa 
Valley. 

The Phalangist Voice of Lebanon 
reported that the dogfight began at 
1 1 .20 a.m. and that the Syrian plane 
was downed within a minute some 
SO kilometres eart of Beirut. 

SAM-6 surface-to-air missiles 
were reportedly fired at the Israeli 
planes. 

The radio station said the MiG's 
pilot was seen parachuting down, 
and a Syrian helicopter picked him 
up for transfer to hospital. 

There were also reports that an 
Israeli drone dispatched to 
photograph the dogfight area an 
hour after the clash ended was 
downed by a SAM missile. Israeli 
military sources denied these 
reports. 

lAF reconnaissance planes also 
reportedly overflew Beirut during 
the day, breaking the sound barrier 
and drawing anti-aircraft fire. 

The Syrian air force, which has 
not succeeded in downing an Israeli 
plane over Lebanon, is believed to 
have received a few dozen MiG- 
2Ss from the Soviet Union. The 
Foxbat is also in operation with the 
Libyan air force, and the Iraqis are 
reportedly seeking supply of Fox- 
bats. 

The Foxbat is particulariy effec- 
tive at high altitudes, where it can 
reach Mach 2.8 (2,900 

kilometres/hour) at 36,000 feet. But 
at sea-level, its veiocitv is cut to 
Mach 0.85 (1,045 km/h). 

The plane, which went into ser- 
vice with the Soviet air force in 
1970, has a maximum range of 2,000 
km. and atop ceiling of 72,180 feet. 

The Syrians reportedly have also 
received the MiG-27 Flogger-0 tac- 
tical strike fighter, which can 
achieve Mach 1.5 at 40,000 feet. 


U.S. cautious in response to dog-fight 


Jerusalem Post CorreqMHideirt 
WASHINGTON. — The U.S 
yesterday reacted cautiously to 
Israel's downing of the Syrian MiG- 
25 fighter over Lebanon. 

State Department' spokesman 
Dean Fischer called the incident 
“disturbing” but did not condemn 
Israel. He described tbe overall 
situation in Lebanon as “fragile" 
and “delicate," and urged “max- 
imum restraint" on all parties con- 
cerned. 

In recent days, Washington has 


made it clear that Israel is allowed 
to operate such high-fiiying recon- 
naissance missions over Lebanon 
under the terms of the cease-fire 
agreement along the Israel- 
Lebanese frontier. 

Special U.S. ambassador Philip 
Habib personally confirmed to~a 
closed session of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on Tuesday 
that the Israeli flights were not bar;- 
red by the accord which he was in- 
strumental in drafting. The PLO 
and the Syrians have called the 
flights illegal. 


SjTia seeking missiles 
for protection of Beirut 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Syria has told 
Lebanese leftist leaders that it has 
loo few SAM ground-to-air missiles 
to protect Beirut, but has promised 
to facilitate the entry of weapons 
from other Arab states into 
Lebanon, the pre^Syrian Beirut dai- 
ly A-Sharq reported yesterday. 

Palestinian and Lebanese leftist 
groups had called for the stationing 
of the anti-aircraft rockets round 
Beirut following the Israeli air raid 
which killed an estimated 300 peo- 
ple here earlier' this month. 


A-Sharq said the Syrian position 
had been explained to Lebanese lef- 
tist leaders during a meeting with 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel- 
Halim Khaddam. on Tuesday. He 
said Syria needed its SAM-6 mis- 
siles in east Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley 
'and did not have enough to deploy 
around Beirut as well.

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Full Knesset agenda for next week

Speaker Menahem . Savidor has 
made sure the Tenth Knesset finally 
cams its keep next week by sitting 
for its usual three working days — 
Monday through Wednesday — 
with a full agenda. 

Savidor gave. The Jerusalem Post 
next week's agenda, which shows 
the government presenting seven 
new bills on Monday and Tuesday, 
for their first reading, and motions 
for the agenda by private MKs on 
Wednesday. 

The biiis cover military justice, 
slum clearance, treatment.^' hyp- 
nosis. interest and linkage in judg- 
ments on damages, compensation 
for absentee property owners, and 
two maiien affecting the Bar As- 
sociation. 

The speaker told Vie Post: 
“There would have been no need to 
cancel yesterday's session, if the 
government had not been so slow 
about tabling these seven bills, 
u-hich were all ready anyway. The 
bills had to wait 48 hours between 
tabling and the first reading, 
because the Knesset has no commit- 
tees to waive the statutory 48-hour 
delay. I do not understand why the 
government could not have tabled 
the seven bills last week, or on 
Monday morning of this \^*eek at the 
latest, so as to enable a first reading 
yesterday." ’ 

For next Wednesday's session, 
the number of ordinary motions for 
the agenda is gradually piling up, 
Savidor said. As for urgent motions, 
the fact that no deputy speakers had 
yet been chosen complicated the 
procedure for granting urgency or 
denying it. The House Rules specify 


that the Speaker an.d his deputy 
decide whether to grant or deny 
urgency to motions. 

Savidor said he was not stumped 
by this problem. “If I feel that the 
subject of a request for an urgent 
motion is so crucial that it meriu- 
urgency, I shall decide myself, and 
ask the government to send the ap- 
propriate minister to reply in the 
plenum"' he said. 

The speaker said the inactivity of 
the Tenth Knesset during, its first 
fortnight was "a blow at pariiamen- 
tary prestige in the eyes of the 
public and a waste of money as well, 
with MKs getting their salaries as 
usual and the building operating 
fully-siafTed and fully-serviced as 
usual." 

He said that the popular demand 
for a debate on the cease-fire in 
Lebanon would be satisfied if the 
new government', were presented 
some lime next week, since the 
cease-fire would be a central issue 
in the debate that followed. ''But if 
the new government is not 
presented next week, I think Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin unders- 
tands that an urgent debate on the 
Lebanon cease-fire is inevitable," 
Savidor said. 

Another parliamentary institu- 
tion. question-time, would' soon 
feature on the agenda again, he 
promised. Some 40 questions had 
already been submitted to the 
speaker's office, he said. 

Savidor said that whereas the 
principle of constitutional con- 
tinuity in government ensured that 
the country was always ruled a 
cabinet with full powers, the 
absence of a continuity principle in 
parliamentary life had proven very 


troublesome at the stan of the 
Tenth Knesset. 

“The parliamentarians who 
legislated the Basic Law. Knesset 
■ and the House Rules {takofton 
heknesset) never envi^ed a situa- 
tion of near-equilibrium between 
two t»g parties, which has paralyz^ 
the Tenth Knesset and prevented 
the formation of (he -committees 
and the election of deputy 
speakers," he said. "I shall propose 
amending the law to avoid such 
paralysis again." 

"i shall propose legislation oblig 
ing a new Knesset to appoint deputy 
speakers and choose at least a 
House Committee during its flrst 
week." Savidor said. “This paralysis 
must never happen again. If the 
Knesset wants to protect its prestige 
it must streamline its procedures." 

Savioor, asked to comment about 
the hostile reaction in some Hebrew 
newspapers to his election, said: 
was a iittle surprised because the 
journalists who wrote those attacks 
on me have never spoken awoid to 
me in their lives. My record in state 
employ ud in public and political 
Ufe speaks for itself." 

Savidor said that public figures 
should not and are not dismayed by 
groundless and gratuitous b<»tility, 
and he would take the press 
criticism in his stride. 

"You have a group of comic 
writers out for a cheap laugh, play- 
ing on names like Savidor,, Aiidor 
and Meridor, for example," he said. 
"My reput^on, after serving in 
various posts, has invariably been 
better than it was when I first as- 
sumed them. I'm not overjoyed at 
the press hostiiity, but it'll soon be 
forgotten," he said. 


Compensation for losses in shelling

The formulas for the initial com- 
pensation payments to industry, 
trade and serv'ices which suffered 
losses in the recent shelling of the 
Upper Galilee were set yesterday by 
ofilciais of the Treasury and the 
Ministry of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism. 


Yoram Ziv, Trade Ministry 
director-general, Uriel Lynn, State 
Revenues .Administration director, 
and 'Israel Arkin. Treasury budget 
director, met with a special team 
organized to process requests for 


compensation. 

They decided that industries 
which suffered losses will be ^ven 
advances equal to the amount of 
salaries for work days lost during 
the shelling. 

For hotels, the advances will be 
set at half of each hotel's receipts 
for the first half of July, less the in- 
come received in the second half of 
the month. 

For trade and services, it was 
decided that the initial payment vrill 
cover losses incurred starting from 
the second day of the shelling. Nor- 
mally compensation begins only 
after seven days of business losses.

Departing Austrian envoy’s revelation

TEL AVIV. _ Austrian Ambas- 
sador Ingo Mussi revealed last night 
that there has been an open invita- 
tion pending for over six years for 
Israel's foreign minister to come to 
Austria for an ofTicial visit, but 
Israel — for reason of its own — has 
not taken up the invitation.

But he thought 
it was wrong for the Israel-Austria 
Society to have suspended its ac- 
tivities on two occasions during the 
past 10 years in the wake of certain 
deci.sions and statements by 
Austria’s Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky. On the contrary, it is es- 
pecially when ill winds blow that an 
organization such as . the Israel- 
Ausiria Society should have made 
even greater elTorts to foster under- 
standing and friendship and not just 
close its doors for several months. 


Ambassador Mussi pointed out,

tendants of the night staff. One at- 
tendant, a 35-year-old new im- 
migrant, finally confessed, police 
said. He reportedly said that he had 
been using the waterhose to fill the 
cooling units of the buses, and when 
he finished he threw the hose to the 
side, not noticing that the nozzle 
remained open, pouring water into 
the underground diesel fuel tank. 

The suspect told the investigators 
that in the early hodrs of the morn- 
ing, when the first buses stalled, he 
realized that he had been responsi- 
ble but was afraid to admit hiserror. 

The police are still questioning 
him, however, because the nozzle 
on the hose works only when the 
trigger is pressed. The suspect will 
be brought today before a 
magistrate to extend his remand. 


Lahat bows to life-gruards

Deaf Jews to convene bere

TEL AVIV. — Whether or not 
Jewish law permits a hearing aid to 
be used on the Sabbruh will be one 
of the topics discussed at the 
Second International Convention 
of Deaf Jews in Jerusalem riext 
week. 

At a press' conference here 
yesterday, Isachar Goldrath, direc- 
tor of the Israel Association of the 
Deaf, explained that these inter- 
national conferences are designed 
to bring deaf Jews in the Dia^ra 
closer to Israel. 

"They tend to assimilate even 
more rapidly than other Jews," he 
said, "because in many countries 
services for the deaf are provided by 
churches with missionary motives." 
in qiariy cases,, he added, religious 
liedi^atiorL js Jiqt .provided to deaf 
li^feh,jchfidren^tbu8jnc, gating the 
tlc'elihc^ brassimilrtion. 


In Jewish tradition, Goldrath 
said, the deaf, along with the 
retarded and the minor, are leg^ly 
incompetent. EfTorts are being 
made to change that situation using 
the argument that deaf people today 
can speak, lip read, use sign 
language, read and write. 

Hie Responsa project at Bar-IIan 
University has compiled commen- 
tary on questions such as u^iether a 
hearing aid may be used on the Sab- 
bath, whether negotiations by a deaf 
person are valid, and whether a deaf 
person's marriage or divorce is 
valid, and this material will be dis- 
tributed at the convention, 
Goldrath said. 

Sessions of the convention, all of 
which will be conducted in both 
spoken language and the sign 
languages of the participants from 
various countries, will also include 
lectures on rehabnitaiion, ^i^yipcal 
and psycbqlogieal a$pqp][j,^of 
deafness aiid other subjects. 


Contractor freed on IS2in. bail 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Building eon-: 
tractor Aharon Ganish, suspected 
of concealing millions of shekels in 
income from tax authorities, was 
released by a magistrate here 
yesterday on IS2m. bail and barred 
from leaving the country.

Anti-Semitism in 
U.S. has declined

NEW YORK. — Although anti- 
Semitism remains a serious 
problem, it has declined significant- 
ly in the U.S. in the past two 
decades, according to a survey just 
completed by the (pinion research 
firm of Yankelovich, Skelly and 
White, released on Tuesday in New 
York. 

At the same time the survey, 
commissioned by the American 
Jewish Committee, indicates that 
there is a substanti^ increase in the 
number of non-Jews who believe 
that Jews are more loyal to Israel' 
than to America and that they hold 
too much power in the U.S. 

The survey found that among 
non-Jewish respondents who ex- 
pressed an opinion, 34 per cent 
could be categorized as anti- 
Semitic. as against 45 per cent in a 
similar study conducted in 1964. 
Anti-Semitic attitudes are most like- 
ly to be found among those over 55 
years of age, the less educated, and 
residents of large cities or blacks. 

The survey also found that Jews 
feel non-Jews perceive them .much 
more negatively chan they actually 
do. 

Daniel Yankelovich, chairman of 
the firm and one of the leading 
public opinion analysts in the U.S., 
explained that the decline in anti- 
Semitism was “not primarily a result 
of changes in the views of in- 
dividuals, but a result of 
generational change. 

Since 1964, he pointed out, "an 
older, more anti-Semitic generation 
has passed on, and has been 
replaced by a younger, less anti- 
Semitic one. 

Yankelovich also noted that 
Americans as a nation "have grown 
increasingly tolerant of a variety of 
life-$tyles and beliefs," and "the in- 
creasing acceptance of Jews is, in 
part, a reflection of the more 
general trend towards increasing ac- 
ceptance of social pluralism." 

The study was prompted by the 
bombing of the synagogue on the 
Rue Copernic in Paris last October 
and a rash of anti-Semitic incidents.

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Polish women to lead 
food protests today 


WARSAW iRcuicr). — Poland was 
hil b> a fresh surge of food protests 
Yesterday with angry workers 
declaring^sirikes. organizing nillies 
and demanding meetings with the 
authorities. 

Regional leaders of the Solidarity 
free trade union said that the situa- 
tion could get out of control and 
worked furivnisly to Stem the tide of 
anger at food shortages, reduced 
meat rations and proposed price 
rises. 

Solidarity said its Warsaw leaders 
were holding a crisis session to 
decide hou to respond to demands 
from factories for a decision on 
protest action in the capital. 

Warnl.ng strikes were called in the 
cities of 'Czestochowa. Pioirkow-

meetings and hunger marches were 
announced in ocher cities. 

.A four-day protest campaign in 
Poland’s second city.

Salvadoran troops attack 
rebel camps near volcano 


SAN S.ALVADOR (AP). — A U.S.- 
trained assault brigade attacked 
guerrilla positions on and around 
the volcano of Guazara yesterday, 
pounding the area with mortar and 
artillery fire, the government said. 

It was the sixth such army assault 
on the area, 48 kilometres north of 
the capital. The operation began on 
Tuesday, witnesses said, but there 
were no immediate reports of 
casualties. 

Army sources who asked not to 
be identified said the plan was to 
wipe out guerrilla outposts in the 
area, and then drive east to dean 
out guerrilla strongholds near the 
dams at Cerron Grande and the 
Fifth of November — which 


provide half the nation's power sup- 
plies. 

The operation was begun, the 
sources said, because of numerous 
guerrilla ambushes of army patrols 
and outposts in the area. They said 
1.000 soldiers from the .Atlacatl 
Brigade, which was trained by some 
of the 54 U.S. military advisers sent 
lo Ute nation by the Reagan ad- 
ministration, are involved. 

Late Tuesday in the capital guer- 
rillas Hred a rocket grenade into a 
passing army truck, the army said.

NY'S 'master builder Robert Moses dies 


WEST ISLIP, New York (AP). — 
Robert Moses, the “master builder" 
who changed the face of New York 
during a half century of unparal- 
leled pow er, died early yesterday of 
.acut&.beaa. failure at. the Good 
Samaritan hospital here,i.a 
*ipekesman-satd. He was*92. 

At age 35. Moses had degrees, 
from Vole. Oxford and Columbia, 
but nc job. Then, in 1924, Gov. 
Alfred -Smith named Moses 
chairman of the Long Island Parks 
Commission and the State Council 
of Parks. From that small base, 
Moses built an empire. Known as 
the “man who gets things done," 
Moses built virtually every major 
artery and many bridges and paAs 
in the New York area, including 
Jones Beach, the Triborough 
Bridge, the Long Island Express- 
way. the Hutchinson River, Belt, 
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Grand Central, Whitestone. 
Southern and Northern parkways, 
among others — 669 kilometres in 
all. 

Among his other projects wpre 
the ^ VjeiTMan.o-Narrows .Bridge^ 
which Is the world's largest sih^e- 
$pai5 bridge, the United Nations, 
Shea Stadium, Lincoln Centre and 
the New York World's Fair of 1964. 

Libya opens office

Royal wedding hailed— and lambasted 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain's royal wedding brought 
cheers and tears around the world yesterday, but there 
were a few frowns and shrugs thrown in as well. 

With satellite television beaming the story into hun- 
dreds of millions of living rooms around the globe, it 
was a firsl-elass occasion for romantics who enjoy ex- 
citement and a good cry. And in most places the ad- 
vance publicity had been big. 

But the marriage of Prince Charles and Lady Diana* 
Spencer also produced one or two sour notes. 

Some Greek newspapers sharply criticized the British 
government for sending a wedding InvtiaUon to their 
former King Constantine as insulting Greek national 
dignity. He was deposed in a referendum in 1974. 

Major Sioviet newspapers snubbed the wedding and 
focused their attention on the continued youth rioting 
in Liverpool. 

Only the weekly journal Liieraiurnaya Gazeta carried 
an article, entitled "The Prince and the Beggars," con- 
trasting the pomp and splendour of the royal occasion 
with what h described as the misery the country's 
unemployed. 

A spokesman for Moscow television said that evening 
news programmes would probably show a film of the 
wedding if it arrived in time by satellite, but there would 
be no live coverage. 

For China's billion people, over a fifth of mankind. 


the marriage was a non-event that was all but ignored in 
the press. 

Thailand, a monarchy like Britain, had a severe case 
of wedding fever. A prominent soothsayer said that 
Ih'ince Charles was unlikely to take a mistress, though 
women would continue to chase him. 

Australia, with its British links, gave the wedding 
saturation coverage. 

Tile small New South -Wales town of Goodooga, 
recently voted the most boring in the country, was 
taking part in a British Broadcasting Corporation radio 
linkup with a wedding song contest — all entries sung to 
the tune of '‘Waltzing Matilda." 

Throughout Western Europe, the media gave fuU 
coverage to the wedding while also mentioning Britain's 
economic and social problems. "London divided bet- 
ween joy and worry." a Belgian newspaper headline 
said. 

In Spain, where the use of Gibraltar for the start of 
the honeymoon next Saturday resulted in King Juan 
Carlos announcing he would not come to the wedding, 
the media continued to give the wedding full coverage, 
it was also running live on television. 

In Poland, where the wedding got advance publicity, 
papers ran stories explaining something might sur- 
prise even the mob avid readers of royaJ reports — how 
Prince Charles is descended from the former Polish 
Jagiellonian royal dynasty. 


Iran quake 
death toll 
reaches 700 

NICOSIA (AP). — The major 
earthquake that struck southeast 
Iran overnight has kQIed 700 and in- 
jured 440 persons, according to the 
; first casualty report from the area, 
- Pars; - thc-'-offlcili^l- frahian' Hews 
agency reported yesterday. 

Earlier in the day the governor- 
general of Kerman province, Ab- 
dolhossein Sayeh, was quoted by 
Pars as saying as many as 4,(X)0> 
5,000 people may have been killed. 

Sayeh said the epicentre of the 
quake was the small town of 
Shahdad, about 800 kilometres 
southeast of Teheran and 50 km. 
northeast of Kerman, the provincial 
capital. 

An earlier Pars report said the 
quake, measuring 6.5-7 on the 
Richter scale, caused massive 
damage, flattening 90 per cent of 
the district. The roads in the moun- 
tainous region have been blocked, 
and army units and rescue squads 
are trying to clear them. 
Helicopters have been rushed to the 
area to join the rescue operations, 
Pars said. 

The area stricken during the night 
is 70 km. from the village of Gold- 
bagh. which was flattened by a 
quake measuring 6.9 on the Richter 
scale on June II that killed more 
than 1,000 and injured 1,500 
persons. 

*1710 same general area was also 
struck in 1977 by another major 
quake that killed 580 and injured 
more than 1,000 persons. 

15 killed, 12 hurt 
in Turki^ bus crash 

ANKARA (UPI). — Fifteen pas- 
sengers on a Turkish bus died 
yesterday when it collided with a 
West German lorry on the Ankara- 
Istanbul highway, police said. 
Another 12 persons were injured. 

Among the dead were at least two 
foreigners, who have not yet been 
identified. 

Some of the bodies were 
mutilated beyond recognition, 
police said.

But when the mediators submit- 
ted their proposal on Tuesday, they

Both Labour and D*66 en- 
dorsed the plan. The n^otiators 
were expected to announce later 
yesterday whether they would 
reopen talks or report to the queen 
that their attempt to form a centre- 
left government had failed. 

The present centrerright coalition 
of Christian Democrats and the 
Liberal Party lost its majority in the 
May 26 elections. Analysts said 
negotiators niay now have to try to 
line up a minority centre-right 
government or try to draw the 
progressive D'66 into an alliance 
with the Christian Democrats and 
(conservative) Liberals.

Envious children tell of friends 
wth 300, 400 — 500 gogoim, but it 
seems to me that mere bulk is not of 
value. Having got them, what does 
one do with them? Some uses culled 
from the reliable source are: to 
paint little faces on them and 
organize an exhibition, to pierce 
them into necklaces (mainly for 
dentists' children) or to stick them 
onto boards in patterns or messages. 

They are also effective as am- 
munition for catapults although 
they are rarely recoverable. The 
ultimate application of gogoim is 
difficult to visualize. Supposing one 
had a million. Could one line a path 
with them, pave a patio, maybe 
build a house? 

My source says that persons at 
junior high are* regarded as too old 
for this sport.

forced to leave Germany, the 
authorities are exempt from pay- 
ments to their children — this writer 
for one. My father was entitled to a 
pension from Germany in his old 
age — but not my mother, my 
brother or myself. If we had not left 
Germany for one reason or another, 
and miraculously been saved, the 
future generations of the Preuss 
family would also be registered for 
benefits. How much have the 
Germans saved under this category 
of expenses alone? Not to speak of 
whole families that were murdered 
and remained without heirs. Some 
of them and their property are in- 
cluded in the DM3.4Sb. that Israel 
received under the 1952 agreement, 
but it is doubtful whether that sum 
accounts for all the damage the 
Nazis inflicted on the Jews. 

If the accounting is done in Ger- 
many, it will be clear that the 
Holocaust was not only a campaign 
of unprecedented “humanity,’' but 
that it was also a most profitable 
financial undertaking. If not for the 
Holocaust, Germany would be pay- 
ing the Jews even more — not to 
speak of the property which 
belonged to those who lived in 
regions now part of East Germany 
and who received not a penny of 
compensation. 

There's more: Some of the money 
(qaasTerrect each year to-lsraei is ac- 
counted for by social benefits which 
were purchased at full price. In 
1975, the German authorities al- 
lowed natives of Germany — not 
only in Israel — to acquire pension 
rights for cash payments. The Israel 
Treasury oNiged by budgeting the 
necessary sums in marks (this was 
before foreign currency control was 
abolished) so that those who were 
entitled could buy the rights. Tens 
of thousands of residents got their 
pensions this way. The sums are also 
included in “personal compen- 
sation" although they are not com- 
pensation, but ordinary financial 
transactions. 

Though there may have been 
some deviations here or there, it is 
clear that the DMTOb. supposedly 
paid to the*victims of Nazi persecu- 
tion simply do not exist. It is true 
that linking financial calculations to 
moral considerations is not exactly 
pleasant. But considering the cam- 
paign under way in Germany today, 
there is no need for us to hold our 
tongues.

DANCE/Doib Sowden 


THE NAME Alexander Mintz is 
known to all in dance. He was one 
of the first Kirov soloists, after 
Nureyev, to go West. He has now 
taken a step east, coming to Israel 
on a teaching tour arranged by the 
America-Israel Cultural Founda- 
tion. He is unabashedly 
overwhelmed by what he has seen. 

“It is unbelievable — and en- 
joyable," he said during intermis- 
sion at the Bat-Dor Theatre in Tel 
Aviv, “Unfortunately, this is my 
first visit here. I am giving classes 
(at Ga'aton, Bat-Dor, Batsheva 
studios), but giving a cl^ here and 
there is not serious. I hope t.o,come 
again. I would like to come fpj two 
months. ‘There is a special intel- 
ligence here." 

Nine years ago, aged 32, Mintz 
went to Italy and then to the U.S. 
For seven years, he danced with and 
gave classes for the America Ballet 
Theatre, which Michael 
Baryshnikov now heads. Mintz has 
appeared in two films, portraying a 
ballei teacher in The Turning Point 
and Drosselmeyer (one of his Kirov 
roles) in the American Ballet 
Theatre's Nuttradier, done for CBS 
Television. Now a membbr of the 
Los Angeles Ballet, he has been a 
guest teacher as far afield as Canada 
and Sweden, Milan and Buenos 
Aires. 

Also here are Richard Gibson 
and Diane Germaine from the U.S.' 
_and Laveme Meyer from Britain. 
They came to give classes at the 
three-week summer course at the 
Bat-Dor studios. They have all been 
here several times — and all say 
they love coming here. 

RICHARD GIBSON is from San 
Francisco where, with ClilT Keuter 
(known here as a choreographer) he 
has a dance' centre. Diane Ger- 
maine runs a company and a studio 
in New York. Laverne Meyer 
teaches at the Laban Centre of 
London University where students 
can lake a B.A. degree in dance — 
as at the Riibin Academy in 
Jerusalem. Meyer says the 
academic degree is not intended 
primarily for dance performers, but 
there is a “companion course" (not 
for a degree) called “Dance Theatre 
Course," where he also teaches 

About 100 students applied to 
participate in the Bat-Dor summer 
course, directed by Jeannette 
Ordman and Sheila Levi. Among 
the 55 selected were nine boys, 
average age 16. Among the students 
were six from abroad and an equal 
number from Beersheba, which has 
a flourishing Bat-Dor studio 
directed by Alisa Wolf. Jeannette 
Ordman says there seem to be more 
boys in Beersheba wanting to take 
dance classes than elsewhere. Hiis 
year there were ten. For next year, 
IS have already enrolled, some aged 
seven. 


HORA NEURIM, the Jerusalem 
Municipal Youth Folklore Group, 
will shortly go on tour in Europe. 
This is not the first such tour since 
Micha Ness began to organize, 
teach and choreograph for youth 
groups, but the performance at the 
Hebrew University Secondary 
School (July 26) indicated that it 
may be one of the best. 

Seven choreographers besides 
Micha Ness contributed to the 
programme, which included at least 
two dozen lively dancers, four ad- 
mirable musicians (flute, accordion, 
guitar, drums ■— all too loudly 
amplified) and a good singer,.vuho 
gradually showed awareness of the 
audience. The costuming* was '-for 
the most part attractive, with strong 
ethnic touches. The dances had 
characteristic Israeli energy and 
buoyancy. 

Yet there were details of 
choreography and costuming that 
were both disconcerting and inad- 
visable. For instance, in the Ghetto 
Song, a combination of tr^c move- 
ment and meaningful tableau, while 
the boys were suitably clothed, the 
girls wore black silky-looking tights 
and leotards! Also, in the 
choreography, though the dancers 
had all the youthful charm to make 
their ensemble always radiant, they 
had plainly neither skill enough for 
solo performance nor enough foil- 
growth capacity for the lifts* the 
boys were called on to perform. 
There were moments for real anx- 
iety, not to speak of danger, which 
were not alleviated when a small girl 
carried o/T a boy, an old gag 
anyway. 

The total impression was of a 
happy healthy show — but not 
always wise. 

JUDITH BRIN INGBER, dance 
teacher and writer, who lived in 
Israel for some years, is preparing a 
biography of the late Fred Berk. He 
was known in America as “the king 
of Israeli folk dance" and came so 
frequently to Israel tiiat he had a 
home in Tel Aviv, as well as in New 
York. 

Parts of the biography are being 
published in dance journals, one of 
them in the Dance Research Jour- 
nal for spring 1981. In this portion, 
she tells the story or Berk's years in 
Vienna, during which he studied 
and worked with the late Gertrud 
Kraus and indeed learned from her 
not only dance, but also Jewitii 
awareness. It is an interesting 
chapter, much of it in Berk’s own 
words. 

THE 1981 issue of Israel Dmee has 
just been published. As in previous 
years, it contains a profusion of fine

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Springboks win easily over Taranaki, 


police over demonstrators

WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(liPl). — The South African 
Springboks rugby team easily 
defeated a Taranaki provincial side 
34-9 in an incident-free match 
yesterday as about 120 anti- 
apartheid protesters staged a 
peaceful demonstration outside the 
ground at New Plymouth. 

Police, formed in a line, easily 
controlled the demonstrators as the 
Springboks won the second game of 
their 16-match tour before a crowd 
of about 30.000 in New Plymouth. 
The peaceful demonstration was in 
contrast to the scenes on Saturday 
when demonstrators poured onto 
the field in Hamilton, forcing police 
to cancel the Springboks' second 
match. 

There were, however, violent 
scenes elsewhere in the country 
over the controversi^ tour. In Wel- 
lington. police with batons drawn 
charged the front ranks a( the 1,500 
to 2.000 demonstrators as they left 
Parliament grounds to march on the 
nearby home of the South .Akfrican 
Consul-General. Paul Lindhorst. ’ 
Police said some 30 persons were in- 
jured. 


They also arrested 16 persons 
after group of protesters had broken 
into the ofTices of the New Zealand 
Rugby Union. 

Earlier this week .Acting Prime 
Minister Duncan MacIntyre said 
the tour "is no longer a matter of 
rugby. South Africans or apartheid. 
It has become a direct challenge to 
the law of the land." 

In the rugby match, the South , 
Africans quickly established control 
over the provincial side with tries by 
Ray Mordt and Louis Moolman. 
Flyhalf Naas Botha converted them 
both and then added two penalties 
and a dropped goal to make the 
half-time score 21-0. 

With their supremacy underlined 
by their powerful forwards, the 
tourists boosted their lead to 27 
points ip the second half with a try 
by Danie Gerber, converted by 
Botha, before Taranaki began a 
spirited comeback with a pen^ty by 
fullback Kieran Crowley. 

But Moolman scored another try 
and Botha goaled yet one more 
penalty to bring the Springboks' tal- 
ly to 34. and his own personal points 
on the day to 18.

Histadrut consumer unit 
to keep tabs on Tnuva

TEL .AVIV. — The Histadnit's 
Centra! Consumer's .Authority has 
promised to keep an eye on Tnuva, 
itself a Histadrut firm, which this 
week bought out the ifenne Noga 
and .Adnir dairies. 

Ruth Kringel, acting director of 
the CC.A. told The Jerusalem Post 
that this was not the only recent 
merger in the food industry. Osem 
bought out Froumine, she said, and 
the food industry is in the hands of 
monopolies. She called for more 
government control to protect the 
consumers. 

The CCA’s legal adviser,. Dr. 
-S'nf^DeuUeh'. earlier this we'elc cal- 
led -on the legal adviser oF th'e 
Ministry of Industry. Trade and 
Tourism, Michael Hertzberg, to 
keep a closer watch on mergers in 
the food industry. At that time, he 
did not mention iTnuva. 

Ze'ev Galrnor, the Supervisor of 
Restrictive Trade Practices, said in 
an interview on Galei Tzahal that 
mergers are not always bad to the 
consumers. Concerning Tnuva, 
Galrnor said that the recent 
purchase didn't change its legal 
status. (According to the law, if a 
company has more than 50 per cent 
of the market it is a monopoly.) 
Since Tnuva already had about 70 
per cent of the market, it was then a 
monopoly. 

Michael Strauss, manager of the 
family owned Strauss dairy in 
Nahariya, one of the two remaining 
large' indepe'nden't dairies, 
took the news quite in stride. 
Strauss is the largest producer of ice 
cream in the country, with about 50 
per cent of the total production. 
Their milk products constitute from 
20 to 30 per cent of the market and 


they do not sell fresh milk. 

Questioned whether his company 
was next on line in Tnuva's “hit 
list." Strauss answered sharply that 
they were not speculators but 
producers. Strauss dairies have ex- 
isted for 40 years. “The Katyusha 
rockets didn't destroy us last week 
and Tnuva will not do so this week." 

He added that not only was his 
plant ,not for sale, but he was in the 
midst' of a IS (5m. expansion plan. 
He said that it saddened him per- 
sonally to hear d;ury plants like 
Tenne Noga and .Adnir had been 
bought out. but that now he had one 
less competitor. 

Sources close to the dairy in- 
dusiiyS' islaimed -that . ihes . Hurvitz 
ramilV.had made more from the sale 
than Tnuva. Once source told The 
Post that the Hunitz family had 
probably planned on selling the 
dairies- during the past few years. 
Another source claimed that, ac- 
cording to rumours in the industry, 
Tnuva had paid a higher price than 
the S5.5m. ofnciallv reported.

Tel Aviv midway on list of 
world’s most expensive towns

A survey of businessmen's travel 
costs in the 68 leading commercial 
cities in the world places Tel Aviv in 
32nd position. 

The survey, published by 
London's Financial Times on Mon- 
day, was carried out by a team of 
rese^hers in each city in June. 
'Hie index is based on three nights' 
bed and breakfast in a first-class 
hotel, three snack meals, two set 
menu dinners in the hotel, a dinner 
in a first-class restaurant, three bot- 
tles of house wne, three beers, six 
whiskies and six nve-kilometre taxi 
rides. 

The index of Tel Ariv's costs 
comes out at 83.57. The most ex- 
pensive cities are Bridgetown, Bar- 
bados, with an index of 150,75, Abu 
Dhabi 143.08, Paris 139.32, Chicago 
137.69, and New York 133.41. 

London, last year's most expen- 


sive city, has fallen to 22nd position 
with an index of 100.00, mainly due 
to the slump in the value of steriing. 
Los Angeles is in tenth position

Hints of tighter credit 
heard in banking circles

Jerusalem Port Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — “Strong hints" from 
governmental sources that the pre- 
sent volume of credits the banks are 
allowed to pve “will be restricted 
even more stringently in the future" 
have been given to commercial 
banking circles, Aharon Meir, 
director-general of the Mizrahi 
Bank, said yesterday during a tour 
of the bank's on-the-job training 
centre. 

“The end result will be that in- 
terest rates, which are quite high 
now, will rise even further," he said, 
noting that these rates functioned 
according to the law of supply and 
demand, and when the supply was 
further reduced, the price (all things 
being equal) would have to rise. 

It was also noted that the rate of 
the devaluation of the Israeli shekel 
would be very “moderate" Ln the 
next half a year or so. 

Meir, in discussing the growth of 
the Mizrahi Bank overseas, noted 
that among 18,000 American banks. 


Mizrahi (which recently opened its 
second outlet in New York City) 
was now ranked in 783rd j^ace. in 
1979, the bank was in 1,393rd place, 
and the year before, it was in 
2,8SOth place. 

Mizrahi was planning to open a 
branch in downtown Los Angeles 
this August. This bank, like the 
other two in the U.S., would con- 
centrate on “wholesale” banking, 
i.e., not deal with the general 
public. Mizrahi's bank in Zurich 
also deals mainly with wholesale. 

Mizrahi was planning to open its 
fifth and sixth outlets abroad soon, 
one in Antwerp and the other in 
London. Both of the latter would be 
representative olTices, but it was 
hoped to upgrade them to full banks 
at a later dme. 

The bank’s 2,000 local 
employees, from the lowest to the 
highest, receive courses in a 
systematic fashion to improve their 
banking skills and ^ility to handle 
customers. 


Insurance exchange in Miami 

Lloyds to face new rival 


MIAMI (Reuter). — Lloyd's of 
London, the world’s most venerable 
insurance exchange, will soon have 
a rival with a guaranteed place in 
the sun. 

As part of the rapid development 
of Miami as an international finan- 
cial centre, plans are well advanced 
to open the insurance Exchange of 
the Americas here in mid- 1 982. 

The chief executive officer of the 
enterprise is Alan Teale, a SO-year- 
old Englishman with 28 years of ex- 
perience in major league insurance 
— most of it with Lloyd's. He was 
chief executive of the British In- 
surance Brokers’ Association until 
he joined the Miami venture on 
June 1. 

“We were told he was the most 
knowledgeable person in the world 
about Lloyd's,’’ said Stephen Arky, 
a Miami lawyer who is vice- 
chairman of the interim board of 
the new exchange. 

Currently Tede works from a 
small office rented from Arky^ firm, 
with only a secretary to assist him. 
But he estimates his siafT will grow 


to 20 or more by the time the ex- 
change is ready for business. 

After that, employees to be hired 
by underwriting syndicates and 
brokers will number in the hundreds 
and “a short time after opening it 
will be up in the thousands," Teale 
predicted. 

He is looking for at least 3,700 
sq.m, of office space and checking 
out “an immense range of con- 
tacts." An estimated 1 ,500 organiza- 
tions and wealthy individuals have 
expressed interest in joining the 
venture as investors or brokers. 

The Insurance Exchange of the 
Americas will be “solid and very 
prestigious," Teale said. “If you do 
not lay a sound foundation, you're 
sitting up and begging for trouble." 

By setting a mid-1982 starting 
date, ‘^we are deliberately gearing 
up to the emergence of the industry 
from its last very damapng cycle." 

Teale said 35 to 40 per cent of in- 
quiries had come from the U.S., 
about the same proportion from 
Latin America and the balance 
from Europe and elsewhere. 


Chinese let sun heat their bath water 


PEKINC(UPI). — The Chineseare 
looking to the sun to satisfy their 
“long-cherished desire" of ha^ng a 
private bath with hot water, the 
Xinhua news agency said this week. 

China’s chronic shortage of con- 
vcmional energy for its one billion 
people has spurred researchers to 
look for low-cost, practical applica- 
tions of solar energy on the 
household level. By far the most 
popular device is the water heater, 
the agency said. 

A woman scientist* at the Peking 
Sdar Energy Research Institute 
said the goal is “to get solar water 


.heaters into every home,, because 
,most living quarters in China 
not equipped with hot water 
facilities, and commercial energy 
sources are inadequate and costly." 

Most urban Chinese still use the 
communal bath. In the countryside 
they bathe in streams or ponds. 
Plumbing is nonexistent in the ma- 
jority of Chinese homes. 

Now that science has brought the 
solar water heater within the finan- 
cial reach of workers and peasants, 
a growing number of families are 
enjoying hot baths at home, Xinhua 
said. 


Drag makers attack 
health ministry 

TEL AVIV, — Representatives of 
the 25 pharmaceutical plants 
organized within the Manufacturers 
Association decided at an 
emergency meeting yesterday to de- 
mand an Immediate meeting with 
Health Minister Eliezer Shostak to 
express their disappointment with 
his policies. 

The representatives complained 
that the ministry has not worked out 
any long-range plan for buying 
drugs and medicaments, thus not al- 
lowing local plants to plan their 
future production lines and 
schedules.

The PLO’s truth 


THIS COUNTRY owes Farouk Kaddumi, the head of the PLO's 
“political department.” a debt of gratitude for the interv'iew he 
granted the West German weekly “ Der Spiegel.” The PLO, said Mr. 
Kaddumi. would never recognize Israel's statehood, not even if it 
were allowed to set up its own independent state in the West Bank 
and Gaza, nor would it ever let Israel live in peace and quiet. 

This should help clear the air of the cam with which it has been fil- 
led by wishful-thinking about the PLO's “underlying” desire to come 
to terms with Israel. Farouk fCaddumi, it should be stressed, is no 
spokesman for some especially wild PLO faction: he speaks directly 
for the mainline Fatah, led by Yasser Arafat himself. The mililunt 
front he is putting on is no bargaining ploy, but a true reflection of 
the PLO's true sentiments. It should also cause second thoughts for 
those Palestinian Arabs in the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip who 
do seek peaceful coexistence with Israel. 

At a time when Israel's own government is going out of its way to 
help the PLO's case, it is a relief to find the PLO aiding Israel's cause.

THE ORTHODOX 


MISHA LOUVISH argues that Orthodox political factions wield 
far more power than their constituencies warrant, and that they 
muddy religious values in the process. 


PETER REICH'S lament for the 
bitter fate of the Orthodox in Israel 
{The Jerusalem Post, July 19) might 
well draw sighs and tears of 
heartfelt sympathy'-^ but only from 
those completely ignorant of the 
facts. 

In the light of the power exer- 
cised the Orthodox over the lives 
of all the citizens of Israel — 
whether or not they wsh to abide by 
the rules of religious law — Reich's 
black picture is a travesty of the 
truth. 

Here are only a few features of 
the situation today in the free State 
of Israel, where Peter Reich charges 
that the religious voter has suRered 
“effective disenfranchisement... 
over the past 30 years”: 


The. Jewish Sabbath and festivals 
are obligatory public holidays, on 
which work is forbidden, with 
specified and strictly controlled ex- 
ceptions: 

There is no public transport on 
the Sabbath (with the exception of 
the Haifa district), so that the bulk 
of the public cannot travel to the 
coast and the countryside on their 
weekly day of rest; 

Marriage and divorce of Jews are 
the monopoly of the Orthodox rab- 
binate. so that young people whose 
union is forbidden by religious law 
cannot found a family; 


Religious Party, and “Chinuch Atz- 
tnai” ("Independent Education”X 
which is run by Agudat Ysrael, and 
the present Minister of Education 
has been introducing NRP 
nomin ees into many key positions in 
the genera] school system; 

There is a special Rel'igious Af- 
fairs Ministry, which, according to. 
the admission of the incumbent 
minister in open court, has been dis- 
tributing public funds to religious 
institutions in such a way as to serve 
the political interests of religious 
party politicians: 

Abortion is forbidden except: 
when allowed by Orthodox religious 
law, even when required in the in- 
terests of the mother and her poten- 
tial ofTspring: 

- Severe restrictions are [daced'om 
post mortems, even when, in the 
conridered opinion of professional 
physicians, they are adrisable in 
OTder to prevent future loss life, 
because of a stringent interpretation 
of the noble Jewisii principle that 
the saving of life must have absolute 
priority. 


Religious leaders of the non- 
Orlhodox communities, who make 
up a majority of the Jews in the 
world, are not allowed to celebrate 
marriages for members of their own 
congregations in Israel, though their 
right to perform such functions is 
Jealously guarded in every other 
free country; 

Orthodox religious education is 
provided at public expense in two 
varieties: “State Religious,” con- 
trolled in effect by the National 


SOME OF these arrangements are 
generally and willingly accepted; 
others have been received vridi ac- 
quiescence in order to preserve a 
Jewish atmosphere or to meet the 
legitimate requirements of religious 
Jews; but some of the restrictions 
have been imposed on the great ma- 
jority of the population by what can 
only be described as political 
blackmail. 


Look at the situation today. Only 
about 1 2 per cent of the electorate 
voted for specifically religious par- 
ties, but these parties — especially 
Agudat Yisraei, which, together 
with its “labour” wing, got about 4.5 
per cent of the votes — are at this 
moment insisting that the largest 


THE MOST striking example of this

In praise of bureaucracy

SO MUCH is said and written about 
the shortcomings of clerks and civil 
servants in Israel that an event that 
happened some weeks ago. in which 
everyone concerned behaved 
courteously, efTiciently and in an 
exemplary manner, deserves to be 
pubiiazed. 

An important customer and his 
wife came on a combined business 
and pleasure trip from England. 
They arrived cm a Saturday, and on 
Sunday I took them to see the sights 
of Hdfa.

A word of praise here for the 
hotel administration. Although the 
death had only been discovered at 6 
a.m„ by 8 o'clock a doctor had 
already been in to certify the death, 
an ambulance ordered and the body 
taken to the Rambam Hospital. 
They also showed delicacy in the 
way they treated the widow. 

. The first oHicial we came into 
contact with was the police officer 
who interviewed the widow. It was 
obvious that he felt the lady's 
anguish and was considerate and 


gentle in his questioning. It was not 
known where, the autopsy might be 
carried out, and the policeman 
paiienily advised her to think it over 
and to let him have her reply when 
she was ready. 

The next ofneial we had to deal 
unth was an administrator from 
Rambam Hospital. He arrived at 
precisely the hour stipulated, bring- 
ing the required forms for signing 
and giving us precise details of the 
formalities still to be seen to. In 
retrospect, it turned out that he was 
correct in every detail.

Sir, — The large number of 
civilians who lost their life in the 
bombardment of the terrorist he^- 
quarters in Beirut on July 17, raises 
once again, in -all its tragic crudity, 
the eternal dilemma which never 
ceased to trouble human con- 
science: should the innocent have to 
pay for the crime of the wicked? 

The mind turns inevitably to the 
passage of the Bible (Genesis 
XVI II . 2>33) telling of the pas- 
sionate argument of our Father 
Abraham pleading with God to 
spare Sodom the rain of fire for the 
sake of 50, 40 30, 20 and even as few 
as 10 righteous men. This sublime 
passage lays down one of the holiest 
foundations of Judaism, namely 
justice coupled with mercy. 

Unfortunately, the harsh neces- 
sities of war do not always permit 
governments to maintain mord 
tenets. However, one would like to 
see those politick parties which call 
themselves religious try to secure 
the enforcement of those principles 
which are the very essence of 
Judaism. Instead of bargaining in 
order to win the largest possible 


number of portfolios in a coalition 
government, they should bargain, as 
Abraham did, in order to save the 
largest possible number of human 
lives, no matter whose. That would 
be a refreshing and welcome change 
in the grim outlook of our pbliticai 
scenery. 

But religious parties being wbat 
they are, namely just politic^ par-, 
ties, it 'Would perhaps be un- 
reasonable to expect, them to 
behave otherwise.
